and scandals though they involve personages still 
alive today.

How- 
ever, the author bridges this gulf by ascribing 
the condition she suggests to Rudolph’s impa-

and skirt. On these occasions Elizabeth dis- 
dained a hat, and her umbrellas, which were large, 
clumsy and leather-lined, were very inelegant 
and weighty to carry. 

“A passion for walking for four. or five hours 
winter and summer alike was part of her daily 
life, and Elizabeth could even do nine or ten 
hours at @ stretch without being fatigued. This

It has been 
a considerable time since Princess Henry has 
made a long visit to her daughter on that ac- 
count. The King and Queen have gone yearly 
to the Isle of Wight instead. But these visits 
will of course cease, 

King George has signified his desire to place 
Frogmore House, near Windsor, at the disposal 
of his aunt after Prince and Princess Christian 
leave it for their own country place, Cumberland 
lodge which is going through alterations. 
Princess Henry has, however, informed every- 
body that she expects to spend most of her time 
in the future with her only daughter.

MANUEL’S BRIDE TO 
HAVE NEW TITLE 
WHILE EXILED 


She Will Be Known as Duchess of Saxony 
Until Her Husband Is Restored to 
Portuguese Throne. 


BERLIN, May 10.—“Royal Highness Duchess 
of Saxony,” is the title that will be first borne 
by Princess Augustine Victoria of the Hohenzol- 
lerns as the bride of ex-King Manuel of Portu- 
gal. She hopes equally to be recognized Queen 
of Portugal, but she Will not be known as such 
unless there is a* formal ‘restoration. 

They first. met about a year ago in Munich 
when Manuel was paying a visit to A kinswoman, 
the widow of Duke Charles Theodore of Bavaria, 
who was Infanta Maria Joseph of Portugal. They 
were Betrothed in the latter part of last month 
with the consent of Emperor William. The mar- 
riage probably will take place soon. 

Manuel. was born on Nov. 15, 1889, the day his 
father’s great uncle, Dom Pedro II, was deposed 
from the throne of Brazil. He succeeded his 
father and elder brother on the throne of Portu- 
gal after their assassination in Lisbon, Feb. i, 
1608. . The revolution, in October, 19190, put an 
end to the monarchy and Manuel escaped to Gi- 
braltar. From there he went to England and for 
seme time was the guest of his mother’s éldest 
brother. Duke @ Orleans, at Wood Norton. He 
subsequently took the lease of Sir Harry Mc- 
Ltan’s house, “Abércorn,” Richmond, where he 
has since resided with his mother, Queen Amelie.

There lay Rudolph across the bed and 
under the cover was Mary. Both were 
dead, shot through the head. Even the 
Countess does not presume to hazard a 
guess as to what occurred in the death 
chariber and this will always remain a 
mystery. 

A grave had been prepared and into 
this Mary’s body was lowered without a 
religious service of any kind, ‘‘Marie 
Vetsera, whose only crime was love, 
was buried like a dog and her tncles, 
who knelt beside the grave, were allowed 
te pray only a few seconds.”

Many Germans will go from St. Louis 
next month to the great international 
turnfest in Denver. Every turnverein in 
the city will send a large party, includ-

Delegates Favoring Randall 1o- 
Cent Raise for Bridge Use 
wee to See Them. 


EXPECT TO FORCE ACTION 


House Leaders to Have Bill Car- 
rying Amendment in Mayor’s 
Hands Wednesday. 


The House of Delegates wi!) hold a 
special session at 10:30 a. m. tomor- 
row, at which the general approprir : 
tion bill carrying Councilman Randall's 
amendment providing @ tax increase 
of 10 cents on the $100 valuation to 
raise $540,000 for the completion of the 
wagon approaches to the free bridge 
will be considered. 

The Council passed the bill Friday 
night by a vote of 10 to 1. Councll- 
man Haller, who voted against it, 
has appealed to Mayor Kiel to veto 
it if the Democratic majority in the 
House shculd follow the Council’s 
example, 

The Mayor refuses to say whether 
he will approve or reject the bill, 
although he declares emphatically 
that he is opposed to the completion 
of the free bridge wagon approaches 
at this time 

The St. Louis tax rate is now $2.22. 
Comptroller Player has recommended 
an increase of 3 cents to avoid a 
deficit in the municipal revenues, and 
to this Councilman Randall's bill 
proposes to add 10 cents for bridge 
purposes. 

President Kinsey of the Board of 
Public Improvements says it will re- 
quire $994,000 to complete the wagon 
approaches and upper deck of the free 
bridge. With the money derived from 
the increased tax rate and the $111,000 
now in the city treasury to the credit 
of the bridge fund, there will be a total 
of $651,000 available, which is $343,000 
short of Kinsey’s estimate.

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If there are any protesting tax- 
payers they hope to see them at the 
House of Delegates tomorrow, they 
say, when the appropriation bills are 
read for the second time and referred 
to committee for action. 

The House leaders expect to force a 
favorable report from the Ways and 
Means Committee, of which Delegate 
McCarthy is chairman, so the tax in- 
crease can be made effective by Tues- 
day night and the bill placed in the 
hands of the Mayor Wednesday morn- 
ing. 

Mayor's Position Regearded Uncertain 

The Mayor's position is regarded as so 
uncertain by members of the assem- 
bly that they doubt if he would veto 
the measure. In case the Mayor ve- 
toes the tax raise the House and Coun- 
cil will still have time, before May 26, 
to override the veto. 

Assembly leaders say privately that 
when the tax rate is boosted high 
enough for bridge purposes the people 
will regret having rejected the bond 
issue last November. The intimation 
is made that if the bond issue of the 
railroad approaches to the bridge is de- 
feated the tax rate will go up again 
and the bridge be completed regardless 
of how much the present generation of 
taxpayers is assessed. 

The Council, under the leadership of 
Chairman Randall of the Ways and 
Means Committee, -was not in a cheer- 
ful mood when tthe tax proposition 
came up for consideration. When ‘he 
suggestion was made that possibly the 
taxpayers would object to this meth 5d 
of completing a portion of the bridge, 
one of the councilman is said to have 
remarked, “Taxpayers be damned!” 

Councilman Randell pointed out 
that with the completion of the wagon 
approacheg and the upper deck of the 
free bridge, street cars can be oper- 
ated over the bridge within a short 
time. The Southern Traction Co,, 
which has a franchise for a down- 
town loop connecting with the free 
bridge, is the only company so far 
that has indicated a desire for a per- 
mit to run cars over the bridge. Op- 
|ponents of the tax plan point out 
that the Randall tax amendment to 
the general appropriation bill is dis- 
tinctly in the interest of the South- 
ern Traction Co. 

Blundering Policy, Says Player. 

Comptroller Player thinks the As- 
sembly hag started on a blundering 
policy by increasing the tax rate in 
order to construct part of the bridge 

“In the first place,” said the Comp- 
troller to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
yesterday, “the municipal budget was 
reduced $2,500,000 so as to keep the 
tax rate as low as possible this year. 
Some of the items cut out, which 
called for public improvements, will 
have to be included next year. (If 
anything, the tax rate for municipal 
purposes will go up, rather than 
down, to meet municipal expenditures. 

“I do not know what taxpayers will 
think about this latest move, but I 
predict that if the proposition now

Fallen Genius’ Literary Executor 
Provided It Should Remain 
‘ Unopened Till 1960. 


LONDON, May 10.—It is not often, 
even in a court of law, where so many 
dramatic things happen, that there oc- 
curs an episode so full of human inter- 


King’s Bench during the Douglas-Ran- 
some libel trial that has just ended. 
Part of the apologia of a great, though 
fallen, genius, written by him in the 
prison cell where he was sent to expiate 
his crimes, was read out for tlfe first 


time to his fellow-men. It was his last 
effort to try to win the sympathy of 
the world that condemned him, or at 
any rate, of posterity. 

It was the writing of Oscar Wilde, 
that brilliant author of books and plays, 
who, after drinking in great drafts 
from the chalice 6f fame and honor, 


degradation before he died, an outcast, 
unnamed by the world, in a foreign 
land. 

Part of his apologia, written while 
he was in Reading Gaol, between 1895 
and 1897, has already been published 
under the title of “De Profundis (or 
“Out of the Depths’). It was a large 
section of the unpublished part which 
was read in Mr. Justice Darling’s court. 

The manuscript, written on blue fools-‘ 
cap paper, and signed in his own name,

Hare, for whom IL. had promised to write 
a play, and who was pressing me. on the 
subject. During the first week. you kept 
away. We had, not unnaturally, ‘n- 
Geed, differed on the. question of the ar 
tistic value of. your. translation of 
‘Salome.’. So you contented yourself 
with sending me foolish letters on’ the 
subject. 

‘In that week I wrote, complete in 
every detail as it was ultimately per- 
formed, the first act of ‘An Ideal Hus- 
band.’ 

“The second week you returned, and 
™Tmy work practically had to be given 
up. I arrived at St. James’ place every 
morning at 11:30, in order to have the 
vpportunity of thinking and writing 
without the interruption inseparable 
from my own household, qufet and 
peaceful as that household wae, But 
the attempt was vain. 

“At 12 oclock you drove up, stayed 
smoking cigarettes and chattering till 
1:30, when I had to take you out to 
luncheon at the Cafe Royal or tte 
Berkeley. Lunch, with — its liqueurs, 
lasted usually till 8:30. For an hour you 
retired to White’s, At téa time you 
appeared again, and stayed until it was 
time to dress for dinner. You dined 
with me either at the Savoy or at Tite 
street. We did not separate, as a rule, 
until after midnight, as supper at Wil- 
lis’ had to wind up the entrancing day. 
“That was my life for those three 
months, every: single day, except dur- 
ing the four days when you went 
abroad. I then, of course, had to go 
over to Calais to fetch you back. For 
one of my nature and temperament it 
was a position at once grotesque and 
tragic.. You surely must realize that 
now. * * ® 

“While you were with me you were 
the absolute ruin of my art, and in al- 
lowing you to stand persistently be- 
twéen my art and myself I gave to my- 
self shame and blame in the fullest 
degree. You could not know, you could 
not understand, you could not appre- 
diate. 

*‘Your interests were merely in your 
meals and moods. Your desires were 
merely for amusement, for ordinary, 
or less ordinary pleasures.

‘‘Nipher is well known and esteemed 
in Washington. It is impossible to ver- 
ify a report to the effect that he is to 
be named, but his selection is not at 
all improbable.’’ 

When Prof. Nipher was informed 
at his home in Kirkwood by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that the position 
was reported to have been offered to 
him, he said: 

“I was in Washington 

and some of my friends used my 
name in connection with a discus- 
sion of the vacancy. i had luncheon 
with the President once or twice, but 
nothing was said about the Weather 
Pureau situation except that the 
President remarked that the weather 
had improved since there had been 
a change in the Weather Bureau.

Differs in Details.

In testifying today, O'Hara stated 
that Miss Robinsoén was introduced to 
him as a “respectable young woman,”’ 
but in the O’Connell statement he is 
quoted as saying that he met her as 
one of two “good fellows.”

The majority of the court, however, 
held that it could not modify its de-

anyway. 

The company then raised the point 
that three of the five judges overrul- 


bers of the court when the motion was 
filed and were not familiar with the 


A motion for rehearing was filed and 
has been pending since early in Janu- 
ary. Im the meantime the Legislature 
passed a bul, which was vetoed, try- 
ing to pave the way for the return of 
the company to the State regardless of 
the court’s decision. 

Attorney-General Barker believes the 
Waters Pierce Oil Co., which has mani- 
fested hostility. to the Standard, will 
turn up evidence of any trust relation- 
ship which the Standard may have. 


Must Report by June 10. 

John Montgomery of Sedalia is the 
commissioner appointed by the court 
to take testimony as to the good faith 
of the Standard Oil Co. in severing its 
connection with any trusts. 

Montgomery must qualify and be- 
gin the taking of testimony by May 
15. Attorney-General Barker is to 
attend the hearings and cross-exam- 
ine the witnesses. The Commissioner 
must report to the court by June 10 
his findings of fact as to whether 
the company has any trust relations.

Dec: 23, 1908, the Missouri Supréme 
Court fined the Standard Oil Co. of 
Indiana, and two other oil companies 
$50,000 each and issued  ousters 
against the Standard and Republic 
Ofl companies. These. two companies 
appealed to the United States Su- 
preme Court, where the judgment of 
the Missouri Supreme Court was af- 
firmed April 1, 1912. 

The Waters Pierce Oil Co. was fined 
$50,000,. which-it ‘paid, and on the 
promise to be good in the future was 
permitted to remain in business fn the 
the State. 

In May, 1912, the Standard and Re- 
public companies paid their fines and 
the Standard esked for a modification 
of judgment under which it could) 
continue business in the State so long 
as it obeyed the laws and the orders 
of Court. This request was denied 
absolutely by a decree of the Mis- 
sour! Supreme Court issued Feb, 12 
last. 

The Standard company has property 
in Missouri valued at more than 
$3,000,000. Ite Sugar Creek refinery 
alone is valued at $1,750,000, and more 
than 400 persons are employed at the 
latter plant.

While her companion ran 
to summon a physician, Miss Gertner 
poured milk and whisky into Green- 
stein’s mouth in an effort to revive 
him, while she called hysterically for 
a doctor. 

Belleve Deaths Accidental. 

When Dr. Edward L. Mize of 2821A. 
Vandeventer avenue arfived and pro- 
nounced Greenstein dead, Miss Gert- 
ner was lead from the room. 

The gas jet in the repair shop was 
turned on and. the room occupied by 
the men had filled with gas. The po- 
lice say they believe the gas had been 
blown out by the wind and that a 
door the men had left open had blown 
shut. . 

Mittinick conducts a taflor shop at 
Warne and Labadie avenues. He is 
28 years old and has a wife and four 
children in Russia. 

Greenstein was 30 years old, and 
had recently been making arrange- 
ments for his marriage in June ‘to 
Miss Gertner.

Mittinick 
went home with Greenstein to spend 
the night.: : 3. 

Yesterday morning Miss Gertner 
went to the new store, as instructed, 
but found the place closed. She went 
to Greenstein’s shop to learn what 
was the matter and found the door 
locked. She got no response to her 
repeated knocks. Specter came !ook- 
ing for Mittinick. He had found the 
latter’s tailor shop closed. 

Specter and Miss Gertner went to 
the rear of the shop and through a 
window saw the men lying eppar- 
ently lifeless on cots. Specter broke 
open the rear door. When Specter 
could not arouse the men he went for 
a doctor, while Miss Gertner sought 
to revive Greenstein, 

Miss Gertner said she knew Green- 
stein was married. But he had been 
separated from his wife for a long 
time, she said, and had brought a di- 
vorce action. He expected the case to 
come up for trial {n a few days.

Disclosures made by Walter Smith 
Davis of Kennett, Mo., in a daposi- 
tion filed in the case of E. E. Boyn- 
ton and Mrs. Mary Townsend of 
Sycamore, Ill., against Mrs. Cora 
Boynton, to break the will of 
Charles D. Boynton, have inteasi- 
fled interest in the reason which 
Boynton had for willing, at one 
time, the bulk of his property to 
Davis, subject to a life estate of 
Mrs. Boynton. 

Davis deposes that Boynton made 
euch a will and entrusted it to him. 
He also admits that since the death 
of Boynton he hag assigned to Mrs. 
Boynton all his interest in the $250,- 
000 estate of Boynton. He gave no 
explanation of the assignment. 

Another interesting disclosure is 
that Boynton created a trust fund 
of $10,000 for the benefit of two per- 
sons whose nameg wer placed ir a 
sealed envelope and still are under 
seal. No explanation has been made 
of the reason for this trust fund. 

Davis deposed that he became ac- 
quaintei with Boynton at Kennett 
in 1903 and began working for him 
&@ year later as secretary of his lum- 
ber company and confidential clerk 
to Boynton. The latter. Davis tes- 
tified, trusted him itn business maft- 
ters and gave private papers into 
his keeping. Among these was the 
first will. 

Davis said he kept it for a time 
and then turned it over to lawyers. 
The first will provided, hé said, that 
Davia, after the death of Mrs. Boyn- 
ton, was to get the stock of the 
lumber company, which has an ex- 
tensive plant at Boynton, Ark. 

The second will, now being con- 
tested by the brother and sister of 
Boynton, bequeathed everything to 
Mrs. Boynton. The contestants al- 
lege that it resulted from undue in- 
fluence at a time when Boynton was 
near déath and not capable of un- 
derstanding what he was doing. 

Attorney E. E. Schnepp, represent- 
ing thé contestants, has obtained an 
order in Judge MHitchecock’s court, 
where the case {s pending, directing 
Davis to produce all documents per- 
taining to Boynton’s affairs. It ds 
expected ‘that they will throw light 
on features of thé case which now 
are mystifying, inclding Boynton's 
reasons for making such a bequest to 
Davis in the first will, his reason for 
setting aside a trust fund for per- 
sons whose identity has been kept 
secret, and Davis’ assignment of his 
interest in the $250,000 estate to Mrs. 
Boynton. 


DYNAMITE EXPLOSION 
WRECKS 27 BUILDINGS 


Three Killea, 40 Hurt, In Acci- 
dent That Destroys Penn- 
svlvania Mining Village. 

UNIONTOWN, Pa., May 10.—The 
explosion of 6500 sticks of dynamite 
in the marrazine of the Sunshine Coal 
& Coke Co.’s mine No. 1, three miles 
from Masontown, Pa., at 1 o’clock to.

mining settlement, killed three men 
and injured 40 persons, 20 of them 
seriously. The cause of the explosion

The other two men were in 
the magazine when it exploded and 
were blown to pieces. 

The general store of the coal com- 
pany, the residence of Francis Rocks, 
an official of the concern, and 25 
small dwellings were wrecked. It is 
said that the body of Bossa was 
thrown 200 yards. Mrs. Ella Barn- 
hart, who is blind, was blown across 
a room and was found beneath a pile 
of debris. 

There were freight cars near the 
magazine, ene of which wags loaded 
with dynamite. According to reports 
received in Uniontown this afternoon, 
the cars were blown through the gen- 
eral store.

AGAINST BISHOP 
DENNY SUCEEDS 


Bishop Hoss Will Preside Over 
St. Louis District Conference 
’. Next September. 


BASIS OF COMPLAINTS 


Church Members Charge Bishop 
Denny With Arbitrary Meth- 
ods in Conference. 


A three years’ war in the St. Louis 
district of the Methodist Church, 
South, has ended in the eliminatiun 
of Bishop Collins Denny from the 
church's affairs here. 

The College of Bishops, in session 
the rast week in Dallas, Tex., re- 


‘ceived a petition signed by many St. | 


Loui~ laymen, asking that Bishop 
Denny, who has presided over tha 
last three annual sessions of the St. 
Louis district conference, should 
not be assigned here this year. The 
after considering the peti 
tion, voted to assign Bishop E. E. 
Hoss to the St. Louis conference. 
which will meet in Jackson, Mo., in 
September. 

Among the leading laymen who 
have been displeased with Bishop 
Denny’s administrative acts have 
been Murray Carleton, S. M. Ken- 
nard, Lawrence Boogher, Fredrick 
Vierling, Stanley D. Pearce and 
Clarence Comfort. Their signatures, 
and those of laymen from nearly 
every St. Louis church, are saii to 
have been affixed to the petition. 

‘ The chief complaints against 
Bishop Denny, according to well in- 
formed laymen ‘and ministers, are. 
these: ‘ ' 

1. That he appointed the Rev. ©. 
M. Hawkins presiding elder in 1911, 
over the protest of leading laymen. 
Dr. Hawkins was the leader in the 
Bishop 
Denny to make his home in §&t. 
Louis. 

2. That he appointed former Gov. 
Lon V. Stephens one of the trustees 
of the Barnes Hospital property 
over the protest of the other two 
trustes, Carleton and Kennard. 

8. That he crippled the Univer- 
sity City church by removing the 
Rev. Ivan Lee Holt ag pastor at a 
time when the church was in criti- 
cal formative period. 

Appointments Not Pleasing. 

Of these three complaints, only the 
first was clearly set forth in the peti- 
tidn sent from St. Louis to the college 
The petition did not men- 
tion Dr. Hawkins by name, but it 
of the 
present presiding elder, and that prac- 
tically all the St. Louis ministers also 
thought the appointment unwise, but 
that, notwithstanding these objections, 
Bishop Denny proceeded to make the 
appointment. 

The petition went on to say that since 
the Hawkins appointment, the laymen 
felt that they had been slighted, and 
that, while the individual churches had 
carried forward their work, the general 
co-operative work of the denomination 
here had been tted up. 

To emphasize this point, the authors 
of the petition took up three cases in 
which it had been reported to the bish- 
ops that new churches were well under 
way. In each of these cases, the peti- 
tion stated, the raising of funds had not 
yet gone far enough to insure success. 
The proposed new churches referred to 
were the Walton Road Church in St. 
Louis County, the Christy Memorial 
Chapel on Neosho street and the Cup- 
ples Memorial, or University City edi- 
fice. 

The opinion was expressed in the pe- 
tition that the co-operation needed to 
carry these and other enterprises to 
success could not be expected until a 
readjustment should take place in the 
present: organization. It was there- 
fore asked that neither Bishop Denny, 
nor any other bishop whose associa- 
tions might connect him with the pres- 
ent order of things in the St. Louis 
conference, should be assigned here. 

Protest Has Borne Fruit. 

Bishop Hoss is a close friend of Bish- 
op Denny, and it was he, and not Den- 
ny, who was originally designated to 
preside at the conference at Dexter, 
Mo., last fall. Bishop Hoss was ill, and 
Bishop Denny was. sent in his place. 
The St. Louis laymen believe that, in 
view of their protest, this would not 
happen again, particularly as Bishop 
Denny is not now on the Committee on 
Assignments. His position as secretary 
of the college of bishops would ordi- 
narily entitle him to sit on this com- 
mittee, and reports from Dallas have 
been that there was an acrimonious de- 
bate before it was decided to depart 
from this precedent. 

The Rev. Paul Linn, pastor of the 
Scruggs Memorial Church, who re- 
turned last night from Dallas, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that his 
visit had nothing to do with the 
Denny matter. He made a report to 
the bishops on the work of one ofthe 
church boards. Dr. John W. Vaughan, 
a member of Scruggs church, who 
went to Dallas with Dr. Linn, has not 
returned. He is a member of the 
Education Board, but it was said by 
eome laymen yesterday that his visit 
also had to do with the laymen’s pé- 
tition. 

Stanley Pearce of Kirkwood, one of 
the signers of the laymen’s petition, 
said he understood the petition was 


no personal obfection to Bishop 
Denny, but believed a change of ad- 


interesta of the denomination here. 
Classroom Methods Used. 
Collins Denny was a teacher, rather 
than a preacher, before his election to 
the College of Bishops in 1910. One of 
the criticisms A at commonly made of 
e as Bishop is that he 
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Hawkins introduced a resolution in the 
St. Louis Methodist ministers’ meeting, 
inviting Bishop Denny to make his 
home in St. Louis. (Methodist bishops, 
unlike those of the Catholic and Episco- 
pal churches, have -the privilege of 
choosing their own residences, so long 
as they do not get too near together.) 
The ministers passed the resolution, 
though some of them asked whether the 
churches here or the laymen, would be 
asked to provide a residence. 

Later it was announced that form- 

er Gov. Stephens, a* member of the 
Cabanne Church, of which Dr. Hawk- 
ins was a former pastor, would give 
Bishop Denny a $10,000 residence if 
the Bishop would come to St. Louis. 
The ministers were not consulted 
atout this, but the more they talked 
it over, the less they favored the 
idea, and their discussion ended in 
a letter to Bishop Denny, expressing 
their opinion that it would not be 
wise for him to locate in St. Louis 
under such circumstances.

A collateral issue in the Denny 
controversy has been the fight waged 
in some quarters on the Rev. W. F. 
McMurry, former presiding elder of 
the St. Louis district. The contro- 
versy between Dr. McMurry and the 
Rev. W. F. Andrews, who followed 
him in the pastorate of Ceytenary 
Church here, took on a personal na- 
ture, and is believed to have been 
the indirect cause of Dr. McMurry’s 
subsequent failure to obtain a bish- 
opric. 

Murray Carleton is a warm friend 
of Dr. McMurry, and other ‘laymen 
friendly to Dr. McMurry have be- 
lieved ‘that some of the sifpporters 
of Bishop Denny were not friendly 
to McMurry. This has tended, in 
some cases, to strengthen the anti- 
Déenny movement.

‘Mrs. Spraggon Says 450 of 900 
Operators of Company 
Have Enlisted. 


The first week of the strike of em- 
ployes of the maintenance department 0” 
the: Southwestern Telegraph and Tele- 
phone (Bell) Co., closed last night with 
an executive meeting of more than 100 
girl operators at Aschenbroedel Hall, 
with renewed activity ‘in recruiting new 
members for. the union O6f héllo girls, 
and with a bitter exchange of recrimina- 
tions between two rival organizations, 
each of which say it is the legitimate 
St. Louis representative of the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Electrical Work- 
ers. 
At the meeting at Aschenbroedel Hall 
the rumor spread that at 10 o’clock 
Tuesday morning the girl operators who 
are members of the new union, which 
is called Sublocal No. 1, International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers, will 
be called out on a strike in sympathy 
with the striking employes of the main- 
tenance department and in behalf of a 
number of hello girls who have been 
discharged. 
The company acknowledges that with- 
in the last week 22 girls have been dis- 
missed ‘“‘for the good of the service.’’ 
Mrs. Sarah Spraggon, president of the 
Women’s Trade Union League, asserts 
that the number discharged was 44, 
of whom eight were dismissed yester- 
day, and that all of them were either} 
members of the union or were planning 
to join. 
Humphrey Sullivan, general publicity 
agent of the company, stated that mem- 
bership or non-membership in the union 
had nothing to do with the girls’ dis- 
*missal, but added that many of them 
had grown so enthusiastic over the 
union that they became incompetent to 
do their work. 


The rumor of a sympathetic strike 
to begin Tuesday, was in the face of 
Mrs. Spraggon’s assertion that the strike 
of maintenance department employes 
was onply a coincidence gvith the organi- 
zation of the girl’s union. 


The work of organization began four 
months ago, she asserted, long before 
there was talk of a strike of main- 
tenance employes. Mrs. Spraggon, who 
has been a leader in the unionization of 
the young women, asserted that she was 
using every effort to prevent cme girls 
from. striking. 

Mrs. Spraggon has been chosen presi- 
dent of the union of telephone girls. 
Mrs. Daniel W. Kneffler is vice-presi- 
dent and Nellt Quick is secretary. 
They will be installed at a meeting 
Monday, It is the intention, the officers 
say, to open downtown offices for the 
union. oe 

In an automobile, Mrs. Spraggon vis- 
ited several of the exchanges last night, 
seeking members for the union. She said 
*hat 450 ¢ the 900 telephone girls em- 
ployed by the Bell company in St. Louis 
and suburbs have enlisted. She re- 
ported receiving 25 applications for mem- 
bership last night. 

She was informed, she said, that the 
chief operator at the Cabanne exchange 
warned the girls who reported on the 9 
c’clock shift, that by order of the com- 
pany any of them who attended a meet- 
ing of the operators called for $9 
o'clock this morning at Aschenbroedel 
Hall would be discharged. She was in- 


discharged yesterday was the overseer 
of the Webster Exchange. 

The controversy was embittered yes- 
terday by the injection of the rivalry 
between Local No. 1 and Local No, 2 
of the International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers. The first, at its 
meeting Friday night,. assessed each 
member a day’s pay, $5.20, to support 
the girls who were tnrown out of em- 
ployment during the week. 

The second, in a statement issued last 
night by its officers, refused to give 
the strike of maintenance employes 
either moral or financial support, de- 
clared that its members have no griev- 
ance against the Bell company, an 
asserted that ‘“‘we believe the strikers 
have proceeded along wrong lines from 
the first.’’ 

The statement was issued by Harry 
Meyers, president of the Missouri Dis- 
trict of the International Brotherhood 
of Electrical Workers, and by Killiam 
Pollard, business manager in St. Louis 
for Local No. 2.

Senator Cummins Sis" ‘€ondi- 
tions Must Be Changed, but” 
Amalgamation Is Impossible. 


CHICAGO, May 10.—United States 
Senators and Republican leaders from 
various parts of the country began to 
arrive here today with the avowed 
purpose of promoting. a movement for 
a Republican national convention this 
year “‘to reorganize the party upo } ro- 
gressive lines.’’ 

The purpose of the convention § as 
described by Senator Albert %. Cum- 
mins of Iowa, would be to change “‘con- 
ditions in the party so as to prevent a 
recurrence of what happened at the 
last Republican national convention.’ 

Besides Senator Cummins those who 
arrived today were Senators C. I. 
Crawford of South Dakota, William S. 
Kenyon of Iowa and L. Y. Sherman of 
Illinois. Senators -William E. Borah of 
Idaho, A. J. Gronna of North Dakota 
and John P. Works. of California, Sen- 
ator Cummins said,’ ate expected to ar- 
rive. tomorrow, together with former 
Governor Hadley of. Missouri. 

“There probably; will be representa- 
tives here from Massachusetts, New 
Jersey, Michigan, Wisconsin and most 
of the middle west states,’’ said Senator 
Cummins. ‘Our purpose is to talk over 
the- situation informally until Mwnday, 
then have a meeting on Monday and 
get through by noon. We are simply 
Republicans who want to get the party 
back on a solid basis along progres- 
sive lines. 

Demang for Convention. 

“The movement for a Republican na- 
tional convention this year has already 
become pretty well defined. It will be 
an extraordinary thing, but the result 
of the last election calls for some un- 
usual action. The Republican national 


ijcommittee will meet in Washington on 


May 24. We hope before that time to 
thorougkly discuss and be able to pre- 
sent to the committee the necessity for 
a national convention. 

‘A national convention this year of 
course would not have to nominate any- 
body and it would not be dominated by 
the ambitions @f anyone. It simply 
would get together in a spirit of har- 
mony and devise plans for the best 
interests of the party. Among the 
things it is proposed to accomplish 
are: 

‘To change the basis of representa- 
tion according to Republican strength 
and not according to the accident of 
the representation of states in Con- 
gress. 

“To take out that rule which igtiores 
or repudiates primaries. 

“To modify any other custom of the 
party which might interfere with the 
modern, progressive spirit in the Re- 
publican ranks.”’ 

No Amalgamation Planned. 

Senator Cummins was asked if an at- 
tempt would be made at the convention 
to amalgamate the Republican and the 
Progressive parties. 

“No such attempt will be made,”’ an- 
swered the Senator, ‘‘but it will be like 
the Lord’s Supper—all who believe may 
partake. 

“Certainly no representative of any 
other party will participate in our con- 
ference here. This will be a conference 
of Republicans anly. Senator Lafol- 
lette will not be with us, but I think he 
is in harmony with our movement. Let 
me say, too, that we will have no se- 
crecy about it. After our conference on 
Monday we will give out all the de- 
tails.’’ 

Questioned as to how delegates might 
be chosen to the convention, if one were 
called this year, especially in states 
which provide for primary elections, 
Senator Cummins said that was a prob- 
lem that would have to be solved later. 
Neither had it been discussed, he said, 
where and when the convention might 
be held. “Pergonally,” he added, “I 
like Chicago, but I don’t care where it’s 
held, so long as it is within the present 
year.”

WASHINGTON, May 10.—Chairman 
Simmons of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee sees merit in an amendment 
to the tariff bill suggested today by 
Assistant Attorney-General Denison 
and Assistant Secretary of Treasury 


Curtis to authorize the Secretary of 
the Treasury to proclaim valuations 
of imports. It is asserted that the 
amendment wotld prevent underval- 
uations and avert confusion resulting 
from fluctuating foreign market val- 
ues and ad valorem rates. 

After the department officials had 
explained their proposed amendment 
to the Senator today, he declared it 
a worthy proposal and that it would 
receive the most thorough considera- 
tion by the committee. The plan 
seemed to him to be of chief value 
as an absolute preventive on the part 
of the importers in willful underval- 
uations to reduce duties. 

Additional, Check Favored. 

“The bill as it is,” said Chairman 
Simmons, “has many safeguards 
against undervaluations, but the pro- 
posal to empower the Secretary of 
the Treasury to fix import valuations 
in the American market would be an 
additional check. 

“It would answer the principal ob- 
jection advanced toward an ad valor- 
em tariff system. The suggestion. will 
be given the most serious considera- 
tion.” 

The plan will be taken up by the 
committee next week. Chairman Un- 
derwood of the Ways and Means 
Committee was also consulted by Mr. 
Denison and Mr. Curtis. 

Chief interest in the tariff now 
lies in the contest over the question 
of public hearings precipitated by 
Senator Penrose. There is a possi- 
bility the Republicans may rally 
enough Democratic support to their 
plan to defeat the majority party in 
its tariff program at this juncture. 

Such a development undoubtedly 
would result in slowing up considera- 
tion of the measure in..the Senate. 
That is the Yemocrats’ chief objection 
to public hearings. They feel that 
public hearings will not result in 
material alterations of the bill and 
that the country its entitled to the 
new law as soon as it possibly can 
be made ready for the statute books. 

Senators Ransdell and Thornton: of 
Louisiana are openly in favor of the 
hearings, Senator Martine and others 
have expressed themselves favorably 
to them. but the Democratic leaders 
assert that they will have enough 
votes to defeat the Penrose amend- 
ment when it comes up Tuesday. The 
bill then will be formally referred to 
the Finance Committee.

TEACHERS’ SALARIES ARE 
TOO LOW, SAYS REPORT 


Advance In Living Cost Has Re- 
ally Decreased Their Income, 
Says U. S. Bulletin. 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—"“Public 
school teachers of the United States do 
not receive enough salary to save mon- 


to proceed with further professional 
training,”’ announces a report of the 
United States Bureau of Education is- 
sued today. 

Most of the teachers of the country 
have, in effect, had their salaries re- 
duced since 1897, says the report. 

Despite an apparent increase in money 
received by them, the high cost of liv- 
ing has cut into their salaries just as 
definitely as if a school board had 
sliced them. 

The report shows that wholesale 
prices in 1911 were 44.1 per cent high- 
er than in 1907; that retail prices had 
increased 50.2 per cent in the same peri- 
od, while in June, 1912, retail food 
prices were 61.7 per cent higher than in

The hour for the serv- 
ices Had not been fixed by members 
of the family last night. 

The death of Brown, who was the 
fathet: of the shoe manufacturing in- 
dustry in. St. Louis, from which he 
made a fortune of $5,000,000 to $10,- 
000,000, had been expected by mem- 
bers of his family and his business 
associates for several days. He went 
to Texas in’January in the hope that 
his health, which, had been impaired 
during the past four years, might be 
improved. , 

Business associates of the 
manufacturer recalled yesterday that 
last December he forecast his death 
during the present year. 

To a group of friends who ©x- 
pressed solicitude for his health, he 
remarked that a liver trouble, which 
had caused the death of his father, 
hati fastened itself upon him, and 
that he knew he could no® live an- 
other year. The physicians who treat- 
ed him said that he died from a rare 
disease known as leucaemia, which is 
characterized by a multiplication of 
the white corpuscles of the blood. 
Mrs. Brown, and her son, Alanson, 
and her daughter, Ruth, started fron 
San Antonio with the body last night. 
They will arrive Monday morning. 

' The Rev. Dr. William J. Williamson, 
| pastor of the Third Baptist Church,

years; will conduct the religious cere- 
monies at the funeral. The body will 
be buried in a handsome mausoleum 
in Bellefontaine Cemetery, completed 
a little more than a year ago.

Born on New York Farm. 


Brown was 66 years old. He was

money he had saved, and started for 
the home of an uncle in Columbus, 
Miss. He lived there six years, en- 
tering into partnership in the drug 
business with his uncle. 

At the age of 24 he sold out his 
phare of the business for $13,000, and 
with New York exchange for that 
amount in his pocket he came to St. 
Louts to seek wider fields of action 
in the commercial world. He sough: 
a connection with the wholesale gro- 
cery houses here at that time, but 
finding nothing that pleased him, he 
entered into a deal with J. M. Hamil. 
ton, a practical shoe man, to estab- 
lish a wholesale shoe business in st. 
Louis. , | 
Weathered Panic of °73. 

Brown put in $10,000 of his money 
against Hamilton’s experience, and 
‘thus was formed the firm of Hamil. 
ton & Brown, which later developed 
tnto the Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co 
‘The panic of 1878 followed closel’ 
‘upon the heels of the new firm, but 
‘Brown and hig partner fought it out 
and stenmimed the financial tide that 
Swept away many older established 


_ Until 1883 the firm bought its shoes 
from eastern manytfacturers, jobbing 
them throughout the west and south- 
West. In that year Brown conceived 
4 idea of manufacturing shoes in 

Louls. The eastern manufacturers

Developed New..Selling Ideas. . 

As a shoe merehant, Brown: developed 
many ideas that were new in the busi- 
ness of selling goods. He took many of 
his employes into partnership with him, 
and many of them. became wealthy. 
Scores,of men who entered his employ 
as stock ‘clerks have gone out of the 
house with as much as $500,000 to $1,- 


000,000. Many of the men he trained in 


the business established shoe factories 
and distributing agencies of their own, 
and some of them became his keenest 
business rivals. He always encouraged 
his men to go into business for them- 
selves whenever they thought they could 
better themselves. 

He developed a remarkable faculty for 
training men who could assist him ir 
building up and maintaining his busi- 
ness. At one time or another most ot 
the leading men in the shoe houses of 
St.’ Louis, -which now are turning out 
from ~°$65,000,000 to $76,000,000 worth of 
shoes a year, were in the employ of 
Brown. They carried the ideas they 
had learned from Brown into their own 
business, and nearly all of the men he 
trained made a success. 

The Hamilton-Brown’ Shoe Co. now is 
giving employment to 5000 people in St. 
Louis. 

The proverb so long applied to the 
shoemaker relative to sticking to his 
last was followed religiously by Brown. 
He concentrated his entire energ* on his 
shoe business, and except in a few in- 
stances he. refused to invest his money 
in’ other enterprises. At one time he 
owned a considerable amount of Unit- 
ed Railways stock, but this depreciat- 
ed in value and he closed out most of his 
holdings. 

He was interested in the Pitchfork 
Land and*Cattle Co. of Texas, which 
owns large ranches and herds of cat- 
tle, but most of his big fortune was in- 
vested in the stock of his own shoe 
company., Washington avenue business 
men credited Brown with. being one of 
the most potent factors in building up 
the wholesale business of the street, 
which aggregates nearly half a billion 
dollars a year. 


Shoes and Church His Hobby... 


Brown developed the faculty of 
concentration to such a temarkable 
extent -that some of his friends re- 
garded him as eccentric. He was 
always willing to discuss shoes and 
his church, but cared for little else. 

In his early business career in St. 
Leuis he went to Boston to buy a 
stock of shoes. He worked hard all 
day driving bargains, but when night 
came he and the manufacturer had 
failed to reach an agreement on a 
line of shoes Brown wished to have. 

The manufacturer suggested the 
opera as a diversion for the evening. 
Brown went, reluctantly. When the 
grand opera star was in the midst 
of her most dramatic act the Bos- 
tonian, absorbed in the opera, felt a 
tug at his sleeve. 

“Say,” Brown whispered in his 
ear, “what price did you say you 
were going to make me on that lot 
of satin calf shoes?’ 


Had Early Business Sagacity. 


Many stories are told to illustrate 
his sagacity as a merchant. When 
he was a boy back in Negy York he 
Was selling apples at a little stand 
in Granville. A woman asked him 
whether his apples were sweet. or 
He was unable to determine 


ed sour or sweet apples, but quickly 
replied: “Just ai pleasant tart, 
madam.” 

Brown was married In 1877 to Miss 


Ella Bills, daughter of a Boston shoe

There was a wedding with its attend- 
ant festivities and she was the happiest 
Of brides because a great sorrow was 
lifted from her heart. 

One Night the Baby Cries. 

A year passed. They were living in 
Leadville, and there were times whea 
Kay seemed moody. He stood over the 
child, looking down into its baby feat- 
ures, his own countenance drawn and 
hard. 

Then one night the baby did not cease 
to cry at the command of the man 
who owned it, only in name. There 
was a rush, an exclamation, the sound 
or a baby body striking the floor—the 
sobbing, wild cry of a mother as she 
swept the form into her arms. .

The Reading bomb, wrapped in brown 
paper, was addressed to a city official, 
and it was set in the expectation that 
it would explode after being delivered at 
his home.

Federals Driven Into Guaymas 
by Insurgents, Who Begin 
Attack on the Town. 


By Associated Press. 

NOGALES, Ariz., May 10.—After an 

estimated loss of 400 men on both 
sides, in fighting, which lasted from 
3 o’clock yesterday morning until 
nightfall, 2500 Federals were driven 
back into Guaymas, the California 
Gulf port, by 3000 insurgent Sonora 
State troops. The Federals had 
trains ready at their rear for the re- 
treat. Heavy cannonading reported 
today from Ortiz, the State troop 
base, indicating that the attack on 
Guaymas proper had begun. 
The official insurgent report states 
that 150 Federal soldiers and 35 offi- 
cers were captured and ten machine 
guns abandoned. Among the killed 
was Col. Martinez, chief of the Fed-. 
eral artillery. To assist In the actual! 
attack on Guaymas, 250 cavalrymen 
are on the way from Agua Prieta, 
opposite Douglas, Ariz. All Sonora 
border towns are celebrating the vic- 
tory. 


Parral, Minign Center, Evacuated by 
the Federals. 
EL PASO, Tex., May 10.—Parral, rich 
mining center of Southern Chihuahua 
state, is in the hands of Constitutional- 
ists, the Federal garrison of 1500 
evacuating unconditionally, accord- 
ing to the report of an American 
mining man reaching here on a mo- 
tor cycle today. 
After leaving Parral, the Federal col- 
umn proceeded toward Chihuahua City, 
the State capital, where forces were 
mobilized two weeks ago. Gen. Pancho 
Villa, who has recruited 400 men in the 
Guerrera district, is hurrying overland 
to assist other groups of insurgents in 
cutting off the retreating Federals. 
Official confirmation of the evacua- 
tion of Parral has been admitted by 
Gen. Rabago, commander of the 
northern military zone, with headquar- 
ters at Chihuahua City. It is explained 
that the Parral garrison was out of 
ammunition. Refugees report only 
slight fighting incident to the evacua- 
‘tion.

Outsider Sets New Mark for 
Churchill Downs Track— 
Mutuels Pay $184 for $2. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 10.—A, cham- 
pion 33-year-old of America leaped into 
prominence today and the Churchill 
Downs Derby course record was brok- 
en before the largest crowd that ever 
witnessed a Derby here, when Donerail, 
a Kentucky colt, nipped Ten Point at 
the wire and won the thirty-ninth re- 
newal of the Kentucky Derby. The win- 
ner, which has never shown startling 
ability as a 2-year-old, paid $184.90 for 
$2 in the pari-mutuel betting.

In their be- 
lief that the West would win from the 
East in this premier turf event of 
America, Westerners had pinned their 
faith to Foundation, believing the Nas- 
turtium colt to have the best chance 
to beat the top-heavy favorite, Ten 
Point, a L. Ste. Jack Point colt. 

Ten Point Lead at Quarter. 

When the horses passed the grand 
stand after running a quarter mile of 
the mile and a quarter course, Ten 
Point had been hustled into a short 
lead, with the others bunched closely 
behind him. At the turn Jockey Bux- 
ton had allowed his mount to take a 
commanding lead and at the mile Ten 
Point was three lengths ahead, with the 
Others fighting hard and with about 
even chances.

TR CANBE KING 
WII ASK FOR JOB 


“He Has Only to Approach Us,” 
Says Leader of Nation’s Hunt 
for Strong Monarch. 


“MAN MY COUNTRY NEEDS” 


Hope Is Expressed Former Amer- 
ican President Will Avail Him- 
self of the Opening.

LONDON, May 10.—The Post-Dispatch 
and New York World are in®a position 
to offer the throne of Albania to Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. Negotiations have al- 
ready been carried to the point that the 
Colonel has only to signify his willing- 
ness to accept and the crown is his. 


“If Roosevelt desires the kingship of 
Albania we will put him ahead of all 
others who have been named. I myself 
would certainly vote for him. 

“Roosevelt is one of the most extraor- 
dinary men in the world, being by na- 
ture on a higher plane than mere 
princes.’’ 

This was the emphatic statement made 
today by Ismail Kemal, Provisional 
President of Albania and leader of the 
delegation from the Aibanian people 
authorized to find for them a ruler ac- 
ceptable to the ambassadorial conference 
of the Powers. Kemal accompanied his 
words with dramatic gestures, as if 
placing Roosevelt firmly on the throne. 
The Post-Dispatch and the World cor- 
respondent’s audience with Kemal took 
place in the Hotel Cecil, where he is 
stopping, accompanied by co-delegates 
Louis Guracnochi, Minister of Educa- 
tion, and Nogga Konitsa and Deletgus. 
They greeted the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent with marked cordlaiity and 
courtesy. Kemal is a white-haired, 
white-bearded gentleman, with slow, 
dignified speech and courtly mann@. 
His son, who is with him, is a short, 
dark young man about 30, alert and 
vivacious. Garacnochi is the tallest of 
the delegation, standing over six eet. 
He is wiry and strong, with a bronzed 
complexion and a heavy black mus- 
tache. Nogga is a diplomat, suave, pol- 
ished and reserved. Konitsa and Delet- 
gus are military in appearance, with 
swarthy features and well-knit bodies. 

Interested in Suggestion. 

They all showed the greatest inter- 
est in, and were evidently agreeably 
surprised by, the Post-Dispatch. sugges- 
tion as to Roosevelt. Ismail Kemal 
said, with a pleased smile: 

“This is truly an American idea, but 
why should Roosevelt Care, about be- 
coming a ruler of Albania when he is 
already almost a King in his own 
country ?’’ 

The correspondent explained that 
the prospect of the Albanian kingship 
seemed more immediately tangible. 
Kemal was tickled at the novelty of 
the suggestion, which he accepted as 
complimentary to his country. The 
other members of the group bent 
eagerly forward on their chairs, 
anxious not tomiss a word of the con- 
versation, which was conducted in 
French, as the delegates speak little 
English. The correspondent sug- 
gested some of Roosevelt’s particular 
qualifications for the position. For 
instance, he would be entirely un- 
trammeled by European influences. 
Kemal agreed, saying: 

“What. you urge is true—that 
Roosevelt would be free from influ- 
ences_of dynasty, such as would beset 
others named, who might have their 
own axes to grind.” 

The correspondent pointed out that 
Roosevelt possessed great strength of 
character and would stand no non- 
sense from abroad, being like the 
Albanians themselves, a born fighter. 
To this Kemal replied: 

“That is true. Roosevelt ts a great, 
courageous and upright man; he pos- 
sesses exactly the character suftable 
for our king.” 

Sorung From the People. 

Then the correspondent named 
monarchs sprung from the people 
who had won imperishable fame, 
whereat Kemal shrugged his shoul- 
ders as if to say that he was unable 
to controvert the incontrovertible. 
He added: 

“I agree that Roosevelt is an 
extraordinary man, fit to cope with 
an extraordinary situation, and that 
he is the man my country needs at 
this moment, when we require a 
strong man. Roosevelt has only to 
approach us. I don’t propose him, 
but if he will propose himself, that is 
a different matter. You have sug- 
gested his name to me and my an- 
swer is, why not? 
“There is no man more fitted than 
he to step into our throne. I te}]} you, 
if Roosevelt will suggest himself, we 
will put him in front of all others. 
There is no special form of etiquette 
to be observed in presenting his can- 
didacy, for In the crisis which Al}- 
bania now faces we cannot stand on 
ceremony as to the manner in which 
Roosevelt's name may. be submitted 
to us.” 
The correspondent remarked that 
Roosevelt was not a man to stand on 
ceremony, if he wanted a thing. He 
was no slave to etiquette any more 
than the Albanians. Kemal contin- 
ued: 
“Roosevelt is a great hunter, and 
our people are famed as followers of 
the chase, so that this chord of sym- 
pathy would bring us. together.” 
Tahir Kemal added  enthustastte- 
ally: “If he does consent to stand, ® 
will go and fetch him. I wish greatly 
to visit the United States.” 

Up to Roosevelt Now. 
Then momentary doubt seemed to 
seize Ismail Kemal, whe asked: “TI 
know Roosevelt is suited by charac- 
ter, training and ability, and that he 
could adapt himself to any circum- 
stances, although history has shown 
that imported princes have seldom 
been able to do this satisfactorily, 
but would he have sufficient money? 


iI have never heard that he t& one of 


(OF ALBANIA) IF HE 


the American millionaires, He would 
need thousands and thousands of dol- 
lars to maintain a court, even in Al- 
bania. That is a Sint which, unfor- 
tunately, we must consider -in choos- 
ing a king.” 

The correspondent ventured to sug- 
gust that the Republican party, out 
of gratitute to Roosevelt’s past serv- 
ices, would doubtless be willing to 
subsidize him as long as he remained 
in Albania. Kemal rejoined: 

“Ah, that {s well. Your suggestion 
interests us deeply. I hope Roose- 
velt will avail himself of the opening 


‘we give him through the Post-Dis- 


patch to become ruler of our coun- 
try.” 

Kemal was unable to say how much 
longer the delegation will stay in 
London, but it probably will be for at 
least ten days. At present they are 
awaiting the issue of the ambassa- 
dorial conference. The next move 
lies with Roosevelt.

The building is to be modeled after 
the Union Market of Pittsbrug, with 
the exception of the dome.

LOOKING ‘SOUTHWEST, TOP OF HOLLAND BLDG ‘in FOREG 


T. LOUIS has been in- 
spected from nearly every 
point of view, but the 
unique photographs upon 
this page, which were 
taken by a Post-Dispatch 
photographer, display the 
city as beheld from an 
entirely new vantage—the 
top of the lofty Barr 
Building now approach- 
ing completion. 

The panorama unrolled 
beneath the eye from this 
towering height at first 

glance seems a confused potpourri of skyscrapers, 
towers, roofs and canyon-like streets in which 
even the man who knows his downtown St. Louis 
may momentarily find himself astray. 


Take, for instance, the photograph in the lower 
left-hand corner. How many St. Louisans would 
be able at otice to identify the steeple surmounted 
by a flagstaff which rises in the foreground? It 
it the tower of the Holland Building, which, of 
the thousands who pass the Seventh street struc- 
ture every day, it is probable scores have nev>r 
even seen. 

The Wright Building in the right foreground 
will probably be recognized without difficulty, as 
will the old Four Courts Building in the center 
and the city hall at its right. 
ground hovers a mist indicating that the Mill 
"Creek Valley is hidden beneath. 

The picture in the upper left corner displays 
# thick maze of roofs, chur.h steeples and dwell- 
ings. A clew to the labyrinth may be found in 
the twin-towered church near the center. It is 
_ Bi Joseph's’ Catholi¢ Church, at Eleventh and Bid- 
dle streets. Far away in the waeeronee stretch 
the spans. of the ee Aton 
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the picture in the upper right-hand corner of the 
page, the busy avenue itself, with its thronging 
lines of street cars, being concealed by the stone 
walls which arise on either side. 

The spacious distances compresced in these 
bird's-eye views may be estimated from this, that 
the low-ranzi~g structure with towers at the cor- 
ners and with arched roof. which seems to lie im- 
mediately beneath te battlements of the Barr 
Building, is really the Union Market, ‘»ur blocks 
away. The group of grez.t department stores in 
the vicinity of S -th street and Was.ington ave- 
nue will be quickly identified. 


In the right center of the page is a view of Olive 


street looking west from the southwest corner of 
the Barr Building roof. It appears like a toy ave- 
rue in a child’s city of blocks. Seeming to rise 
@lmost against the wall of the structure is the 
dome of the Federal building, which is nearly two 
blocks away. The comparatively squat structure 
behind it is the big Century+Building, and in its 
rear aspires the towering mass of the Syndicate 
Trust Building. Beyond Twelfth street the thor- 
oughfare fades into an undecipherable haze. 

The giant Eads Bridge spanning the mighty 
Mississippi seems a plaything set over a little riv- 
ulet in the striking photograph at the lower right 
hand. The size of the grain elevators on the 
East St. Louis river front may be estimated from 
the bulk they retain at this perspective. 

A central] point in the maze of edifices in the 
foreground from which the buildings may be 
identified is the Boatman’s Bank, at Fourth street 
and Washington avenue, which may be recognized 
by its rounded facade at the southeast corner. 
About it is piled what seems a heap of blocks, 
which p:ove to be the large hardware, furniture,

RDERS have been issued

will be ready to take the court on its cruise be- 
ginning about the middle of July. 

The “floating court” is a creation of the De- 
partment of Justice and the Treasury Depart- 
ment. Organized four years ago, its operations 
have resulted in stamping out crime in Alaska 
t> a very aprreciable extent. 


Owing to the inaccessibility of a vast majority 
cf the towns on the Alas' an coast, and the diffi- 
culty presented in bringing criminals to trial, it 
was determined that this ‘court’ should be 
brought to the scene of the crime where justice 
could be meted out ,to the offenders without 
months and sometimes years of delay. 


Before the creation of the “floating court’ 
Alaska had been the haven of the ~-orst class of 
criminals. They represented all types and na- 
tions. They have been characterized by Federal 
officials whose business it has been to enforce the 
laws as the “t...a oy the earth.” They came 
mostly from San Francisco and Seattle in ships 
bound for the cannery section of Alaska. They 
were given a certain amount of employment and 
then turned loose on the community where they 
were guilty of every crime in the criminal code,

HE various parts of the skeleton of the ar- 
mored dinosaur found near Canyon City, 
pF Colo., by M. P. Felch, have been assembled 
end mounted by C. W. Gilmore, and may now be

I have magnified siides showing the fe- 
nale of this species car ying a thousand of her 
young around cn hei bac until they grow big 
enough to shift for themselves, when they pro- 
ceed to turn around and eat their own mother! 

“The giant grasshoppers are also prevalent 
i the West Indies, where they are regarded as 
a serious spo ting proposition.

Ap- 
parently they would rather fight than eat up the 
crops and vegetation. They have spiked legs pro- 
vided witu spu’s or gaffs, which they use as 
weapons azains. one another after the manner of 
trained gainecoc s.

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Strange Customs Vanish With Decline of Brazilian Indians 


IKE American Indians, the Indians of 
Brazil are said to be. fast passing away. 
There are still 400,000 of them in the wkole 

of Brazil, occupying tie stretches of that vast 
country almost exclusively. Dr. laceirda esti- 
mated, when he was director of the National 
Museum, that within a century there would be 
not only no Inaians alive in Brazil, but the whole 
colored population that originated there in slav- 
eiy davs would have disappeared. 

The Brazilian Indians, despite the work of the 
Government and the special missions that have 
been organized to civilize them, are for the 
greater part savages, quite as much so in some 
sections, it is seid, as when Amerigo Vespucci of 
Seville was sent out with an expedition by the 
King of Portugal in 1501. The first grewsome 
chapter of Brazil’s history began then.

Class’ Making Their Own Dresses.

fa ISSOURI UNIVERSITY 

a has a class of 16 girls 
who are learning the 
art of making dresses. 
The course is not the- 
oretical, but practical. 
Most of these girls 
make their own dresses 
for wearing to their 
classes. The young 
women who are study- 
ing designing and who 
do sewing are not farmy 
ers’ daughters, but col- 
lege girls who spend their summers in cities and 
who are popular in University society. 

A sorority girl who led the grand march at the 
junior “prom” this spring, has completed an even- 
ing gown which she will wear to formal colleze 
entertainments. She is Miss Lura Bell Grigsby 
of Liberty, who was recently elected Ad Club 
Carnival Queen by the students, an honor given 
to one of the two most popular girls in school 
each year. Last year Miss Romaine Roach, the 
eldest daughter of Cornelius Roach, Secretary of 
State, made her own dresses, which she wore to 
siasses all the year. 

The first-year class in sewing is popular among 
the girls. They are taught the rudimentary prin- 
ciples of the dressmakers’ art—how to 
siitches and how to cut dress goods according to 
petterns. About 60 girls usually join this class. 

By the time they are prepared for advanced 
work the ranks of the class are always thinned. 
Many believe that they would rather study some- 
thing eise than sewing in the home economics de- 
partment. Some think that cooking would be 
better, and join cpoking classes. 

In fact, the cooking class is more popular than 
the sewing class because the girls can get to eat 
tneir own dainties. 

The elementary class in sewing usually has to 
do a little washtub work to learn the action of 
water and various chemicals on fabrics. 

It is a common sight to see some society girl. 
i» the “washtub taboratory,’ take a garment out 
of the maehine and rur it through the wringer. 
Then a record must be miade of the various com- 
pounds used. When asked why they are willing 
ti: learn this kind of work they say. 

“Oh. it’s lots of fun! Then you never 
when the washerwomen the garment makers 
may strike. Nothing like being able to do thines | 
for vourself, even if you are @ woman.” 

The advanced class in sewing does not have an 
easy time. Twice a week the girls have to go to 
the classroom and work at benches for three 
hours. They have forms to fit after the patterns 
have been worked out. 

Sometimes the dresses are sold, but usually the 
makers are so proud of their ability that they 
wear the garments themselves. All] of the ea 
tions are maue to follow the fashions of today. 

The girls also have a chance to learn millinery. 
They first enroll in the class called “textiles and 
clothing.” They are then at liberty to “take” cow- 
ing or millinery, or both if they choose. Then 
comes the real dressmaking work. They also

_eommissioned officers

Notwithstanding the numerous changes in the 
er onnel of the Mounted Service School at Fort 
Hley last year, more than a dozen good players 
m sin at the-post, and a strong aggregation wil! 
put in the field this season. Fort Riley is the 


premier polo post in the United States Army, for 
there is stationed the Sixth Field Artillery, and 
until recently, the Thirteenth Cavalry, whose 
teams are known wherever polo is played in the 
United States. Last vear the first team of the 
Sixth -Field Artillery played with brilliant, suc- 
cess, Winning for the third time the army polo 
championship, at Washington. though matched 
against the Fifth Field Artillery of Fort Sill, 
always a dangerous opponent, for the Fifth enjoys 
the presence and advice of that clever and scien- 
tific master of polo, Capt. Prown. 

There is the greatest activity among the Fort 
Riley polo enthusiasts for the 19135. 
Three fields are in use, and polo was played twice 
@ week last month, and is being played three 
times a week during May. The Sixth Artillery 
is represeuted by two teams, the Mounted School 
Service by two, and together with the Junction 
City team this insures two games on each day 
of play. 

During the last week of May a big open tourna- 
ment will be held at Fort Riley. Teams repre- 
senting the country clubs of Krnsas City, Denver 
and Fort Worth. St. Louis and Midland, Tex., 
have been invited. and the result should deter- 
mine the championship in the southwest. It 
would be ungracious in writing of the army polo 
games at Fort Rilev to omit reference to the civil- 
ian team at Junction Citv, so capably managed by 
Dr. F. W. O'Donnell. Fort Riley has been the 
cradle of polo in the army. and t' e Junction City 
team has been largely :esponsible tor the devel- 
opment of army polo by’ playing regularly 
throughout the season, and by furnishing opposi- 
tion in a thoroushgoing, sportsmanlike manner. 

The Army chamvionship tournament will také 
place in Washington this year early in June. 
This will necessitate an elimination tournament 
at Fort Riley to determine which team shall have 
the honor of representing the post in Washing- 
tcn. This elimination tournament will be held 
shortly after the open tournament during the last 
week of May. Incidentally, one day at the close 
of the tournament will be devoted to gym’ ana 
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duty along the Mexican border, and will put a 
strong team in the field should it return to Fort 
Riley. 

The Thirteenth Cavalry bas long been devoted 
t. polo. The Thirteenth Cavalry Polo Association 
was formed shortly after the organization of the 
regiment in February, 1901. A few games were 
played with the Tenth Cavalry about that time, 
but the sport was so new Ahat the games were 
crude. The regiment was divided among several 
small stations after it left Fort Meade, and polo 
Was impossible until 1909, when the entire regi- 
ment came together at Batangas, P. |. Uncommon 
interest was taken imthe game in the Philippines, 
the Commanding General and the Governor-Gen- 
eral of the Philippines exerting themselves to pro- 
mote it. The team attended 10 or 12 tournaments 
in Manila and Camp Stotsenburg, and one at Ba- 
tangas. 

During the first year in the Philippines the only 
available mounts were troop borses, and the regi- 
ment regularly met defeat, but upon 
from Australia a shipment of 12 seven-eighths 
thoroughbreds and putting them into the game as 
fast as thev were sufficiently trained, the team 
played -much better polo, and won its share of 
the tcurnamevts. The final tournament—a mili- 
tury tournament played in Manila in De- 
cember, 1910, for the championship of the islands. 
The Thirteenth Cavalry won and sailed for home 
in March. 1911, the military champions. 

The enlargement of Foft Sill as a military gar- 
rison has been helpful in building up polo at that 
post. There are two beautiful flelds for pilav, 
and a score of good players. There are four play- 
ing teams. Capt. Beverly Brown, lately returned 
from a European it, is regarded ag not ouly 
the bést player at Fort Sill, but probably the best 
player as No. 1 in the United sites Army. ¢; pt. 
Brown, now serving with the Fifth biela Artil- 
lerv at Fort Siu, was formerly with the Sixth. and 
to his instruction is largely due the supremacy 
af the Sixth as a championship-winning team. 
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The first team at Fort Sill is known as the 
Fifth Field Artillery polo team, and is composed 
of Capt. Brown, Capt. Churchill, Captain De Ar- 
mand and Lieut. Pennell. The team is better 
mounted than it was last season. The team 
gained a strong player by the addition of Capt. 
De Armand. There are about 20 other commis- 
sioned officers to be found in the Fifth Artillery 
and at the Artillery School of Fire who are act- 
ively playing polo. 

Any polo team that goes to Fort Sam Houston 
will find itself under rapid fire. Playing polo at 
Kort Sam Houston is just as systematic as eating 
dinner or going to bed. The game is played with 
the finest enthusiasm. Col. Charles Treat knows 
the game from the standpoint of a finished expert, 
and refereed the army championship game be- 
tween the teams of the Sixth and the Fifth Field 
Artillery 1n Washington last July. Fort Sam

Houston at present is the home of the Third 
Field Artillery, in which polo playing is rampant. 

There are two excellent fields at the post, both 
sown to Bermuda grass, and both level and fast. 
The play is three afternoons a week—every Tues- 
day, Thursday and Saturday afternoons—if the 
weather is favorable. There is an average at- 
tendance of twenty players, drawn from the Third 
Field Artillery, the, Third Cavalry and civilen 
players from San Antonio. 

The most recent tournament—for a silver cup— 
brought out the teams of the Third Cavalry, the 
Third Artillety and the Meadowlarks, a civilian 
team from San Antonio. Both army teams tn 
turn overcame the Meadowlar’s, bul not without 
the hardest kind of playing. Thereupon the artil- 
lerymen mowed down the cavalrymen. 

At historic Fort Leavenworth, perhaps the most 
picturesque ‘military post in the United States, 


polo is not regularly maintained, yet among the 
officers stationed there are a number who love the 
game and have played it for years. Though a 
big post, Leavenworth has a small mounted seryv- 
ice. Many of its officers are connected with the 
service schools and they find practically no time 
for systematic play, without which polo cannot 
ficurish. These school officers are coming and 


going much of the time.
